Lease-Lend Bill Passes 


WASHINGTON -(ff>)- 
Worn dowi 


by three weeks of oratory and dis- 
pute, the senate Saturday night passed 
the lease-lend bill authorizing Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to mobilize industrial 
America and throw its products into 
England's battle against Germany. 


Then it sent the measure to the 


house with a request that the latter 
concur in the series of administration- 
approved amendments. All indications 
were that the house would agree to 
do so Tuesday, or by Wednesday at 
the latest, with the bill going to the 
White House immediately thereafter. 


The vote on the final passage, GO to 


31, found the senate in good humor, 
despite many days of frazzled tem-

and 
personal animadversions. 


The opposition, clinging obdurately to 
its view that the bill means war, was 
worn out by repeated demonstrations

Sales Tax to 
Be on Gross 


Gross Tax Passes 
House; Exemptions 
Unchanged 


LITTLE ROCK-A two per cent lax 


on the gross receipts of merchants 
would replace the present retail sales 
tax under terms of a bill passed by the 
house on recommendation of Governor 
Adkins over the weekend. 


If approved by the senate, the'meas- 


ure would become effective July 1. 
The House vote was G7-2. 


Major provisions of the bill as pass- 


ed include: 
1. The tax, insofar as the consumer is 
concerned, will be hidden in the 
retail price of goods. The original 
bill provided that a merchant could 
collect the tax or absorb it. 
In 


either event the state would col- 
lect two per cent of his gross re- 
ceipts. An amendment made it man- 
datory that the tax be collected. 
2. In order to collect the tax the 
merchant will charge 51.02 for goods 
instead of 51 plus two per cent 
sales tax. Or, if the article ordi- 
narily sold for 98 cents, the flat 
price to the customer would be $1. 
3. The merchant would be allowed 


to deduct two per cent from the 
amount of tax due the state to com- 
pensate him for collecting the levy 
and maintaining records. This would 
amount to about $110,000 a year, 
based on the 1940 calendar year's col- 
lections of -5,350,000. 
4. Sales of materials to contractors 
would be taxable. 
5. Sales taxes on new autocobiles 


would be paid by the purchaser to 
the revenue commissioner, as at 
present. Payment of the tax would 
be required before issuance of au- 
tomobile licenses.

"Great Granddad didn't have to 


select a meal from a cafeteria counter, 
or choose between white and whole-' 
wheat bread, or satisfy his sweet 


4tooth with highly 
refined 
sugars, 


either, otherwise, he too, would prob- 
ably have had the same worries about 
food values that modern parents face," 
the home demonstration agent de- 
clared. 


"Then stressing the fact that diets 


better even than Granddad's, are pos- 
sible today, if food values and food 
changes are understood, Miss Fletcher 
suggested that housewives make care 
ful note of the following list of changes 
in food habits, which according to 
Miss Mary E. Loughead, University 
of Arkansas College of Agriculture, 
affect the family's health either for 
the better or the worse.

Garden Slugs 


Gardeners' who are finding the sil- 


very trail of the slug near their cold- 
frame gardens, are advised by Miss 
Mary Claude Fletcher, county home 
demonstration agent, that the maraud- 
er can l»o forestalled in his nightly 
raids by a very simple device. 


A 3-inch ribbon of hydra ted lime 


around the frame garden or coldframe 
will keep garden slugs away from 
tender young plants, according to in- 
formatiob' received by Miss Fletcher 
from Eartt J4Alleh of the University 
of Arkansig'^CoHege of Agriculture. 


The slug,v according to the Extension 


horticulturist, Ms a mollusk, like the 
snail, without a shell. When it en- 
counters'a? p<$wdered-lime barrier it 
soon exhausts itself secreting large 
amounts^of protective slime. Then it 
•shrivels-'tip (aftd dies. 
• 


To be-,ej9dctive the lime must be 


spread completely around and just in- 
side thff 'seedbed. 
It should be 3 


inches wide and half an inch deep. 
The time to spread the lime is late 
in the afternoon, and only in dry 
weather. If the lime once gets damp, 
Mr. Allen says, it becomes caked and 
useless, so the barrier has to be re- 
newed after each rain. 


There is a new chemical which' is 


poisonous to slugs, called metaldehyde, 
the extension specialist says. 
Un- 


fortunately- most of- the supplies of 
this chemical (come from 
Europe. 


When available, one part metalde- 
hyde mixed with 50-parts of wheat 
bran, scattered around the seedbed in 
small piles, proves 
very 
effective 


against the spotted garden slug. A 
few firms sell the mixture ready for 
use, Mr. Allen says.

Farm families with an eye to raising 


living costs in the future", .will, make 
plans this spring for producing small 
fruits on their farm acres as well as 
vegetables, Miss Mary Claude Fletch- 
er, county home demonstration agent 
said yesterday. 


Quoting Earl J. Allen of the Uni- 


versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture, to the effect that such small 
fruits as strawberries, youngberries, 
Boysenberries, and' blackberries can 
be grown successfully almost every 
where in the state, Miss Fletcher 
pointed out that 3000 county families 
can produce a substantial part of the 
fruit needed for adequate well-bal- 
anced diets in their own garden plot. 


In urging families to establish a 


small fruit garden this spring, Miss 
Fletcher offers the following sugges- 
tions on the subject prepared by Mr. 
Allen, the extension horticulturist. 


Strawberries will do well in most 


home gardens or fruit planting since 
they will grpw on either the heaviest 
or lightest" soils. On the very sandy 
•soils, however, it may sometimes be 
necessary to apply a mulch to carry 
them through the dry hot summer 
months. The most important thing to 
remember in selecting a plot of ground 
for. strawberries is adequate drain- 
age, 
since the plants will not survive 


when covered with water for any 
length of time. Plants set in the spring 
will produce a full crop the next 
spring.2 Blackmore and Klondyke va- 
rieties are usually most satisfactory 
for home growers. 


The land selected for planting straw- 


berries should be built up by plant- 
ing and plowing under legume crops, 
or by applying stable manure. Com- 
mercial fertilizer should be placed 
under beds before the plants are set 
out at a rate of 200 to 300 pounds per 
acre. For light soils a 6-12-6 analysis 
fertilizer is most desirable, and a 
4-12-4 analysis for heavier soils. A 
second application of the same fer- 
tilizer should be made in August or 
early September at the same rate per 
acre. 


From 200 to 300 plants will supply 


the average family 
with 
sufficient 


strawberries for home use. One-year 
runner plants should be u«ed and 
set 2-feet apart in rows -l-ifiet apart. 
Only inspected plants from nursaries 
approved by the state Plant Board 
should be purchased to insure that 
no diseases or injurious insects will 
be introduced into the planting. 


Blackberries, 
Boysenberries 
or 


youngberries are even less particular 
in their soil requirements than straw- 


berries. Blackberries should be set, 
3-feet apart in rows 8 feet part. The j 
Dallas and Alfred varieties are the 
blackberry varieties best adapted for 
home planting. 
Boysenberries and 


youngberries should be set 6-feet by 8- 
feet apart. 
One hundred plants of 


each of these fruits would provide 
enough for home use. 


All bramble plants should be set 


out in early spring. If the plants are 
properly pruned and the old canes 
removed each 'year, diseases and in- 
sect troubles will not be serious prob- 
lems.

Based upon careful tests and 


studies, the School of Living of 
SuMern, New York, reported that a 
vegetable garden can save the av- 
erage family from $58.48 to $101.11 
a year, at the same time providing 
over 400 pounds more vegetables 
than are consumed by most city 
families. 


In a bulletin detailing its studies 


of this subject the following state- 
ments are made: 


"A century ago home vegetable 


gardens were the rule. Today not 
only city families but millions of 
families living in suburban and 
country districts buy their vege- 
tables in retail stores. 


"This habit was acquired pre 


sumably because the public had 
been led to believe that it is cheap- 
er as well as more convenient to 
buy vegetables than to grow them 
But careful studies show that this is 
not true; that shopping and market- 
ing not only take time and energy 
which might be used to grow them 
but that purchasing vegetables is 
an expensive luxury. 


"The studies of the school shov 


that the quantity of vegetables now 
purchased by the typical America) 
family, including canned, bottled 
and dried, can be grown and bar 
vested in less than two weeks' tim 
per year. Actually the total amoun 
of time necessary for planting, car 
ing for and harvesting a vegetabl 
garden is less than that commonl; 
occupied in shopping in the reta: 
market. 


"It is estimated that the averag 


American woman shops for food a 


cast 120 times a year. The pur- 
hase of vegetables at reasonable 
rices is an important part of each 
hopping trip, an adventure which 
rdinarily consumes a couple of 
lours. Yet a total of approximately 
wo hours' work weekly throughout 
he year suffices to produce all the 
cgetable needs 
of the 
family 


riome." 


As to the quality of home grown 


/egetables, compared with those 
obtained in the market, the bulle- 
.in states: 


"You learn what really fresh 


vegetables taste like. Peas, corn, 
ima beans, string beans and the 
rest of the vegetable family lose

lavor a few hours after picking. 
'Half an hour from vine to pot' 
is a wise saying of country folk 
whose meaning has been entirely 
lost to the modern race of city and 
country buyers of EO called 'fresh* 
fruits and vegetables." 


Details of the tests upon which 


these statements are based arc giv- 
en in the bulletin. To produce 1,- 
749.7 pounds of fresh vegetables 
required a total of 04 houvs and 17 
minutes work.
